mon and John Fraser in yesterday's 
"second year finals for thé ASUS 
Debating Cup, 

Though Joseph Nuss and Harvey 
Yarosky of the affirmative- stressed 
the peints that neither the Western 
Powers or the Axis had attained 
their objectives in World /Njlar 11, 
they were ' overpowered hy the 
•trength of the negative 'speakers' 
arguments. 

Pointing out that the world we 
live In today is still mainly .demo- 
cratic and that we have still main- 
tained our constitutional rights, the 
negative team Rained the favour of 
Tim Portçous and Marvin Gamc- 
roff, acting judges, 

Harvey- Yarofsky, 'speaking , first 
for the affirmative, stated that the 
peace, the love, the end of tyran 
nical threats were not attained in 
World War It by the Wisstern Alilci, 
The fact that World : War II was 
to be a "war to end all wars," he 
continued,' was not proved. '

Yarosky stated, RuMia has climbed 
to the terrorizing position she to- 
day holds In the world. Her march 
westward gave hier Estonia, Lat- 
via, Lithuania,' Poland, and other 
satclito ° nations'. ; In', the east she 
gained her_ influence over China, 
In conclusion ^.Yarosky added 
that World War 11 had certainly 

been fought In vain when consider 
ing the state of the world today- 
Russia arid her tatellto nations, the 
Korean :War, and the constant 
threat of further aggressive acts. ' 

The first speaker of the negative, 
Bleema Solomon, maintained that 
the pijrpbses of World War II had 
been attained. Nazi Germany and 
her ally, Japan, '^he 'stated, had 
wanted to conquer, the~ world, , to 
lake away our freedoms and our 
democrary. These they had not t>cen 
able to do. We are still free na- 
tions and Germany and Japan have 
been,, defeated. • " , 

United ' Nation intervention in 
Korea, Miss «oldmoi^ insisted, has 
shown that .we have profited by 
our mistakes in World War II. Wc 
have al."!o learned . that the pre- 
war American' isolationist policy 
was a, mistake. No longer will the 
United Stalés, with all her wealth 
and power, refuse to take part in 
world events. No IçnRcr will tlin 
free .powers of the world sit back 
to watch Russia' attempt, to gobble 
up small, powerless countries, she 
concluded. , 
' The second speaker for the nega- 
tive, John Fraser, stated that Hitler, 
in Mein Kantiff, had made known 
his purpose for V^rldj^ar II.' .This 
was 10 , rcl levé' -ïhè^"-'''^ovef crowded 
living conditions In Germany. This 
wax accomplished. We have con- 
quered the threat of Gcrmnny and 
Japan, Frascr continued, though 
pcrhnp.'; wc have not achieved pca^ 
in the world. Wc have, 'neverthe- 
less, progressed. 

"Wc have gained, from World 
W.ir'ir. our survival. Wc have 
achieved .scientific progress, in 
physics .nnd in medicine. Wc have 
achieved the responsibility of 
a.ssistinj our weaker allies with aid 
and ffKid. The tiaslc purposes of 
the World War have been fulfilled. 
We , have learned many Icwons," 
Fraser concluded. "We have pro- 
fited by these.'' . "
